TiM flioattffiaelhr* way to reoMdy 

the probable shortage in the wheat 
crop is to plant corn, says the United 
States Department of Agricottura. 

OrplkiiarUy the amonnt of corn pro 
duMd in the United Skrtee te from 
three to four times the quantity of 
wheat, but only a very small propor 
tion of the crop— from 5 to 10 per 
cent— hag been used for human food. 
This amount may be eetimated in 
normal times at about 200,000,000 
bushels a year. Not over 5 per cent 
^as been exported in peace tiroea. / 
Wi)t,vely slight increase in the corn 
acieaue, therefore, will place many 
million bushels mure of huiiian food 
at the disposal of the world without 
interfering in any wiy witti the feed 
needed for the support of live stock. 

In the peat, witu an abundance of 
grain of other kmds, corn has no 
been lb great demand -f of Jmraaq co^ 
sumption. But with no other graini 
longer abundant circumstances will 
compel the more general r«c<|j|[nition 
' djl the value of corn ai hoflMdi food, 
^e Department ia urging strongly 
the wider uae of com in the diet U 
lis the best substitute for wheat that 
we have and can be utilized in breads 
and moiheeand a eariety of other 
ways. We shouiu make every etfurt 
to avail ourselves of it.

The tax on gross receipts precedes 
any tax on income; in some cases it 
would make any income impossible, 
and in all cases will reduce the in- 
come of newspaper seriously.

'The injustice of thie tax must be ap- 
parent, as tlicre is no possible way of 
fixing the ratio of expense to income.

Tax of L. & N. Alone For 
Fire Years Reduced By 
$1,500,000 



In the railroad francliise cases dc 
cidad by the Su|)reme Court Uie par- 
ticular raihmRla interested were the 
Louisvi!!« & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany, the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company, the Louisville Railway 
Company .and tbe . Lquiayille.^ Inter- 
urban Rmlii^yCtmipany.' All three 
cases involved one common (|uestion, 
in addition to which, in the Louisville 
k Nashville and Illinois Cisiltral cases, 
cacbinnddittonal qyaat ana wort in- 
volved. 

The question common to all the 
cases was as to the rights of the rail- 
rood oompaniea to htvt thtir proper- 
ty assessed for taxation at no higher 
proportion of its actual value than 
other property throughout the State is 
Btaaed Judge Cochran, of the 
Federal Court for the Eaattm Dia- 
trict of Kentucky, was with the rail- 
roads on this question in all the cas- 
es, holding that property in general 
throughout the State it nsttaaed at 
not exceeding 60 per c«nt. of Ita 
actual value, and the railroads had 
the right to insist that their property 
ahonhl not be asaessed at exceeding 
60 per cent of Jta actual Value. Up- 
on this proposition Judge Cochran 
has been upheld by the 
Court of the United States.. 

Some idea of the magnitadt of dit 
interests involved in thete caaea may 
be obtained from the statement that 
the saving to the L. & N. in State, 
county and municipal taxes, for tbe 
ont yMf iarohrtd in the cats decided 
by tht Soprane Court, is about $300, 
OOO, and there are four other cases 
relating to as many years, now pend 
ing in the tower court, involving 
practically flit aame q na tt l o ng , and 
the same amounts, in which these de- 
cisions will be controlling, so that the 
total saving to the L. & N. alone in
